New York, Aug. 19.—The stock market 
opened to-day in the usual way by the Ohalr - 
man giving the announcement that business 
might be begun, but that was about the only 
gign of taking up the day's work on the 
board. Rarely has there been go little busi- 
ness transacted on the floor bf the exchange 
as was recorded to-day. What there was of 
the market was strong on the ex- 
pectation of a more favorable bank state- 
ment and the absence of any attempt to 
gell by the bears. If the scarcity of money, 
actual castr, continues much longer, it is to 
be expected that stories of the payment of 
red-hot dollars over bank counters will be 
revived. Many stories are being told of the 
way in which bank-tellers prevent wily de- 
positors from depleting the bank coffers by 
drawing cash for the purpose of selling it at 
a premium to the money brokers. 

The schemes devised for temporary relief 
of the fnancial stringency have so swelled in 
character and number that it is hard to keep 
track of them. Every day some new one 
turnsup. The one that commands most gen- 
eral approval is that adopted ina provincial 
city, where currency cannot be got with 
which to pay offthe hands in the industrial 
establishments and where a resort has been 
dad to payment in certified checks, the checks 
being accepted at par by the butcher and 
baker, who, in their turn, deposit them as cash 
in their own banks and draw against them 
as they would against a cash balance, thus 
keeping a credit currency afloat not subject 
to discount. Doubtless, inspired by this wise

Indignation Leads a Brooklyn Mob to 
Punish Heertles nes. 


BRooxtry, N. T., Aug. 19.—Four children 
were injured in a fire yesterday and they 
were taken to the saloon of Charles Meyers, 
near by, for temporary treatment until they 
could be removed to a hospital. Meyers 
very brutally refused to allow them 
to be taken into hig place. 


This aroused indignation, which deepened 
during the day. There was not much 
thought of punishing Meyers for his in- 
bumanity, while the fire was in progress, 
but when it was over the indignation against 
him began to make itself mar ifest. 
During the afternoon threats of lynching 
were hear! among the men who had crowded 
about the ruins, and when night came on an 
angry mob, numbering many hundreds, 
gathered and bitterly denounced the saloon.

The various 
sub-committees reported as to the canvass in 
the House, and from the reports the commit- 
tee feels certain that repeal will go through 
the House without any of the Bland proposi - 
tion as to ratio on the Dill. The reports 
in regard tothe Senate, however, did not 
give much ecouragement for au early dis- 
cussion of the Vorhees Dill. The silver men 
are determined to keep the Senate blocked 
with the bank bill and intend to talk on this 
Dill as long as possible, thus Keeping it the 
unfinished business and preventing the re- 
peal bill coming before the Senate. 

Mr. McCreary (Dem.) of Kentucky opened 
the silver debate in the House to-day, speak 
ingin favor of the repeal ofthe silver pur- 
chase law. He said he would not hold that 
actasa hostage for free coinage. Let free 
coinage stand on itsown merits. But this 
was not the time for the United States to 
adopt free coinage. The only path which led 
to the free coinage of silver was an interna-

The Fatilere of County (Kansas) 


Torx, Kan., Aug. 19.—One of the most 
disastrous and complete bank failures that 
has occurred in Kansas is that of the * 
County Farmers’ Bank, From careful esti- 
mates of its assets it is shown that it will not 


be able to pay. more than 2% per cent of its 
deposits. and in the opinion of State Bank 
Commissioner Briedenthal,its oMcers should 
be arrested and prosecuted for swindling. 
The bank is the successor of the 
Finney County National Bank, which, 
when it was in a falling con- 
dition last winter, was converted into 
A State bank. When reorganization was 


Commissioner Charles N. Johnson visited 
Garden (ity and made an examination. He 
was shown $10,000 in cash, and on that show- 
ing permitted the bank to begin business. 
After he had returned to Topeka, as it now 
‘arpears, a lot of the worthless paper of the 
National bank was substituted for the cash 
and the bank was loote‘. 

Subsequently Bank Commissioner Breiden 
thal made anexamination of the bank aud 
notified the officers of the bank that the 
capital stock of the bank must be made good. 
Faithful promises were made that this vould 
be done, but it never was, and eventually 

r. Briedenthal took possession and the 
Court appointed K. N. Hatcher re-eiver, 
Mr. Hatcher has since been in charge and 
has been at work straightenin out the 
tangle in which he found e affairs 
involved. He wasunableto g3t the cashier 
to give up his books, but after all diligent 
effort on his part and that of the depositors, 
he got acdess to them. 

It appears that 144 11-15 shares or stock had 
been issued, Some of this was credited to 
Fastern stockholders of the defunct national 
bauk and the balance was held in Garden 
Oity and vicinity. Of the local stockholders 
but two were responsi'le persons and their 
stock had largely been transferred to straw 
men, which enables them to escape suit for 
indebtedness of the bank. 

Commissioner Breidenthal has advised the 
depositors that all of the depositors and 
stockholders of the old national bank 
are responsible for the indebtedness 
of the State bank as the two | 
concerns are in fact, though not in name, 
one and the same. He has also urved them to 
institute criminal proceedinus against the 
bank officers. Few detatis of the fine work 
done by the Garden City bank financiers have 
yet been furnished Mr. Breidenthal by the 
receiver, but enough is known to show con- 
clusi vely that the failure is in no way due to 
the financial depression, but that the dank 
has been wilfully looted.

DAKOTA FOP BALL3. 


Queer Product of the Pra'ries Up in the 
Far Northw st. 


There's a famous product of the prairies of 
the Dakotas which is known as the pop- 
weed. Itisof rank growth, but little less 
than marvelous in Ks way, says the New 
York Commercial Advertiver. It has a etalk 
like the cablage plant, with a large, round 
top the size of a Hubbard squash and about 
the same color. There are thousands of 


acresof it on the Indian reservations. In 
the vicinity ofalkali beisit grows toa pro- 
diutous size. 

Whenthe terrific northwest winds blow 
late in the fall the pop balls become detached 
from the stalk and roll for miles overthe 
prairies until they reach uneven country or 
other obstructions, where they accumulate 
and pile up like hivh houses of snow. Be- 
hind these banks of weeds the wild buffalo 
found shelter in midwinter from the flerce 
biizgards. If the pop- weed ball comes forcl- 
bly in contact with any hard object while 
rolling lt explodes with a tremendous repo t, 
a cloud of une powder passes on througi: the 
air, and thoysands of shar), fine needies are 
thrown out in every direction. These needles 
are the seeds of the pop-weed and are what 
produce the mischief with stock, for they 
are very penetrating. A ‘‘critter’’ will run 
froma rciling pop weed like a jack rabbit 
from a coyote, 

The Indians tell strange and interesting 
stories about the weed. It tis said that the 
young braves of the tribe, for discip ine and 
to prepare themselves to endure great tor- 
ture, would fight with. these pop balls as 
schoolbivys do ith snowballs. ‘‘The battle 
of the pop-weed’’ is held once a year and is 
witnessed by the Whole tribe with Lreat 
pump and parade. To the young braves the 
occasion is what the Fourth of July is to 
the white American youth. There are the 
noise and smoke ot! Dattle to perfection ana 
the finesherp needles cause intense pain. 
The exhibitions of bravery are rewarded by 
promotion in the tribe and presentations of 
handsome bead work are nade by the young 
braves’ best squaws or maidens. 

The neeules from the largest p-weeds 
are very long and when baied in hot ashes 
become very hard and strong and make 
good arrows. The Zulus at the Fair would 
undoubte ily be charmed with this wonder- 
fully warlike weed and perhaps, knowing a 
good thing when they see it, would sure! 
want to take tack atonorsoof it for s :

Very few people are aware that the pearl 
oyster is not in any way like the oyster which 
which weeat. Itisofan entirely diferent 
species, and, asa matter of fact, the shelis 
of the so-called pearl oyster are of far more 
value to those engaged in ‘‘pearl fishing’’ 
than the pearis. There are extensive pearl 
fisheries in the Guif of California, and some 
of the finest pearls have been taken from 
these waters, In 1681 one pear!, a black one, 
was sold for $10,000, and every year 
since that time many pearis have been taken 
from the beds In the lifernian Gulf valued

Annoyanets That Must Be Submitted to 
by Trevel-rs in That Country. 


I traveled second class, says Jonas Sterling 
in the Century. On boarding the Russian 
train I oDserved that the passports were re- 
turned to my fellow passengers but not to 
me, which caused me some anxiety. Finally 
a gendarme came in and handed me my pass- 
port. After a few minutes the same gen- 
darme came again, accompanied by the con- 


ductor, and said to me in a commanding 
tone: **Your passport!’* I answered as po- 
litely as possible that my passport had al- 
ready been examined and stamped, and 
asked why he Wanted it a second time. Step- 
ping up to me the gendarme roared out, as if 

e were drilling a fresh recruit from the vil 
lage: That's our business! Your passport!’’ 
I produced it wituout further remark. 

y fellow passenvers looked at me, ads it 
seemed, with suspicion, and my own feelings 
remined me of the words of a Russian nobie- 
man to me on a former visit: ‘‘Russia isa 
gixantic prison, where honest nen must sub- 
mit to be treated as criminals.’’ 

Two years previously I had written a book 
on the religious movement in Russia, which 
had been forbidden by the Russian censor, 
but I did not think my name e uld de on the 
list of suspiciousand dangerous foreigners. 
After about an hour the con luctor handed 
me my passport. On examining it I could 
not discover that anything had teen done to 
it n writing o name in Ktssian on it, 
An old German gentieman who tad observed 
my anxiety salt to me n al Wind paternal 
tone: In Russia you must never asx ques- 
tions, nor make objections, nor worry your- 
self, bat quietly submit and leaw everything 
to ; ‘

The Finder Who, Acoording to His Note,

The Disseau diamonds were found this 
morning under circumstances which lead to 
the belief that the owners knew ever since 
their alleged loss where they were, and that 
the whole scheme was one to get some cheap 
advertising.

In this cuse were a number of 
paper packagés containing carbon diamonds. 
Mr. Semple at once sent word to Mr. Willis 
Howe of the Lindell Hotel.

Dis- 
seau, who appeared to be overcome with s- 
li ht, and warmly thanked the Post-office 
oficixls. He then took his departure with 
his black diamonds, 

EVIDENTLY A FAKE. 

The entire transaction bears suspicious 
marks from thefirst. Billings’ telegram an- 
hnouncing the loss would induce a casual 
reader to belleve that he wag either a cand. 
date for the insane asyium or had been look- 
ing upon the wine when it was red. His ac- 
counts of the whereabouts of the package 
were most contradictory. At first he said 
that it was inthe safe at the Lin dell Hotel. 
Then he stated that he held & re- 
ceipt from Clerk Henderson for 
the diamonds. The next story was that 
the diamonds had been left in an omnibus. 
Then from New Tor came the, story that a 
large numberof uncut diamouds had been 
lost withthe carbons. Finally the package 
received, several days after its loss, from 
some unknown man, who picked it up at the 
Union Depot. A reward was offered, bat the 
man did not claim it. He sent the package 
back in a way which prevented a reward be- 
ing claimed. The entire transaction has a 
strong flavor of the Kthopian in tue wood- 
pile.

The attorneys for Building Commissioner 
Reid, Messrs. Leverett Bell and W. B. Thomp- 
son, sprung a surprise on the Mayor yester- 
day afternvon in the shape of a writ of pro- 
hibition against him for which they made 
a Heation before Judge Fisher at his home. 
After hearing the petition read the Judge 
said he would give them a hearing at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon and instructed Mr. Belli to 
notify Mayor Walbridge and the City Coun- 
selor of his intention, when he presumed the 
Mayor would not proceed with the trial of 
the case until! de h passed on it. 

It appears that Mr. Reid’s attorneys have 
discovered certain provisions in the 
statutes of the State, passed in pursuance to 
a constitutional 2 on this very point 
of the removal of State and municipal om- 
eſals from office, which will put a stop to all 
further farcical proceedings in the Mayor’s 
office. 

These provisions were embodied in the 
Statues by the first Legislature that convened 
after the adoption of the new constitution 
and were duly approved and became a law 
in 1877. 

They are paramount to any charter pro- 
visions on the subject and have the effect of 
nullifying thecharter prerogative assumed 
by the Mayor of preferring Charges .against 
an official and then constituting himself a 
— 2 to try them. Sec. 7 of Art. 16 of the 
State constitution says that the General 
A mbly shall provide ‘‘for the removal 
from office of county, city, town and town- 
ship officers on conviction of willful, corrupt 
or fraudulent violation or neglect of official 
duty.’ 

2 7127 of the Revised Statutes, passed 
in pursuance of the above provision, states 
the general causes for which an official may 
be removed and Sec. 7128 states how it 
shall be done. In substance it provides that 
upon proper complaint made against any 
officer the prosecuting officer shall file the 
same verified by affidavit in the Circait Court 
and the party shall de cited to appear at the 
firstday of theterm succeeding, when the 
Court shail proceed to try the cause with the 
aid of a jury if demanded and pass juagment 
on the same. 

These provisions, Messrs. Bell and Thomp- 
son claim, are very explicit and take away 
the power from the Mayor. which he 
assumed in the Brennan case and 
is now attempting to assume again in the 
Reia case. They are satistied that Mr. Reid, it 
tried at all, must be tried in the Circuit Court. 
If their position is well taken Dr. Brennan's 
removal was legal and he can be reinstated 
in his old office. 

THE MAYOR’S INDIFFERENCE. 
Mayor Walbridge, when asked what he 
thought of the law points raised by the other 


side, said: *

vis ons referred toand do not profess to be 
lawyer enough to give an off-hand opinion on 


constitutional points. If I have no power in 
these cases and the court so decides, 
zhat ends it. I shall not worry a bit, 
fin factI think Iwill haveasnap, as it will 
take all the worry incident to removals from 
office of of my mind. Yet it seems strange 
to me if it should be law, as I. as Mayor 
of the city and responsible toa great extent 
for its government, am deprived of the 
power of removing an appointee who Is 
ullty of gross incompetency or neglect of 
oy in office. 

It would virtually place me as chief exec- 
utive of the — upon the same level with 
any private citisen and tax-payer, who can 
prefer charges against an o do not 
think it was intended by the Legislature to 
take from the Mayor of a eity the power of 
removing a subordinate from office for cause, 
but that is a question for the courts to decide 
and I have no hing to do exceptto abide by 
the final decision. 

THE CITY COUNSELOR DOUBTFUL. 

Oity Courselor Matshals@vho will argue the 
case in behalf of the Mayorat 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, says the law is good, but it does 
not deprive the Mayor of the power to re- 


move forcause. He admits that the present 
proceeding is not an impeachment as ex- 
cepted in the statutes, but simply a case of 
removal! from office for cause,

THE sOLOMON 


Home of Canntbals and Head Hunters it 
the Southern Pacific. 


From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

The Solomon group of islands, recently an- 
nextd by England, is the largest and as yet 
least known of any in the Pacific Ocean, 
though among the very first to be discovered. 
There are seven or eight large mountainous 
islands varying in length from seventy to 100 


miles, and a great number of smaller islands, 
ranging from fifteen totwenty miles length, 
dowa to the tiny coral isiet only halt a mile 
across. 

The Solomon Islanders are of a mixed race, 
varying between an almost pure Malay 
type and the darker-skinned lynesian. 
Though they are almost universally canni- 
bails, they stand in other respects by no 
means low in the scale of savages. The men 
are, as a rule, tall and well formed, and the 
women,in their youth, are handsome and 
attractive, though the drudgery which falls 
to their lot soon ages and hardens their 
looks. Indeed, the condition of women 
. as in most savage races, is one 
of abDsolute subjection. The wife is tne 
household slave. Sheis completely in the 
power of ber husband for life or death. If 
goods be stolen from the house she is re- 
sponsibie to her lord in the first case, not the 
thief. Wives are bought and sold just like 
otber commodities, and ee the wealthy 
chiefs polygamy is freely practised. 

It was on one of these islands that ur. 
Bates, an English yachtsman, landed from 
his vessel and started into the woods. He 
never came back. <A small party vainiy 
searched for him, and for years trade goods 
landed on the island were done up in wrap. 
pars on which were printed the words: 

Bates, we are looking for you. it was 
also on one of the Solomon group that an un- 
fortunate Italian was kept as a slave for a 
number of years, until he finally got a chance 
to age to New Britain, where at last ac- 
counts he was living among the natives. his 
mind almost wholly destroyed by his suifer-

& yet more comprehensive designation, and 
the bagman of old became the commercial 
traveler of to-day, as much greater than his 
commercial ancestor as a locomotive is in 
Dower than a horse, and as the colossal sam- 
ple trunk of the nineteenth century is to the 
Saddlebags of the eighteenth, 
® commercial traveler, mustering dy 
thousands, is now a great factor ana feature 
in American business and social life. Tho 
value and necessity of the commercial trav- 
eler have been so fully demonstrated that 
there is no longer any talk of dispensin« 
with him, As every religion must have its 
Preachers, so commerce, trade, business 
must have its speaking ministers and agents, 
its ‘-stumpers,’’ solicitors and orators. The 
spirit of organization which distingaishes 
the century has reached the commercial! 
travelers. They form a great society and 
they have divided and _ subdivided 
the land among them. Incessant- 
ly traveling, they have directly 
and indirectly regulated lines and facilities 
of travel. Every railroad line has felt their 
Influence, and they have raised the hotel 
standard of the country.

TOO MUCH LAW-MAKING. 

This country is suffering from an over- 
production of legislation. All classes look 
to the Government to do for them what 
they can best do for themselves, and eyery 
truly good man wants to see his neighbors 
raised to his own blessed condition by 
force of law. Maine has a prohibition law, 
enacted many years ago, which was ex- 
pected to make men sober and abolish all 
want and misery from the Pine Tree State. 
Iowa and Kansas have tried to coerce the 
people into sobriety by the same means, 
Illinois makes it a crime to 
sell cigarettes to minors without the 
written consent of parents. In all 
these experiments it is forgotten that 
when a man is convinced against his 
will he’s of the same opinion still,’’ and 
experience demonstrates the futility and 
positite harmfulness of attempts to pound 
piety into people’s heads with the butt end 
of the law. Men who do right because 
they must are no more good men than 
were nations made Christians when savage 
kings drove them in thousands to the 
river to be baptized by the missionaries. 
The inevitable consequence of such legis- 
lation is to breed contempt for law, for 
when restless spirits discover that the 
community ignores the violation of one law 
they jump tothe conclusion that law in 
general is a rope of sand. 

But in the manufacture of profits legis- 
lation is even more active and more per- 
nicious thanin the manufacture of good- 
ness. We are now suffering from the 
total failure of legislative attempts to pro- 
mote general prosperity by making a few 
individuals rich. The suffering of the 
people is not caused by the Sherman law 
alone orany other, but by the general 
system of interference with private affairs 
of which those objectionable acts are only 
incidents. Thetheory was that the gov- 
ernment must take careof the people. 
This was a beautiful idea and does 
credit to the good will if not to the under- 
standing of those who originatedit. But 
in practice it came to mean that the Gov- 
ernment should take care of a favored class 
by voting them large gratuities on the 
promises that individuals so favored would 
divide the bounty with the rest of the com- 
munity. | 

The consequences are here. They may 
be seen in the long lists of failures re- 
ported every day. They are seen in the 
bankruptoy of the rich and the starvation 
of the poor, in the truculent demand of 
Colorado silver mine owners for = special 
favors and in the menacing attitude of 
idle men begging for bread. We have 
tried to better nature’s handiwork and 
now she is getting her revenge. 

Things will get better when we stop 
looking to the Government to help us and 
our neighbors to profit and piety, and de- 
pend upon self-help only. In a Demo- 
cratic country the purpose of the Govern- 
ment is not to rule or aid the individual, 
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gratifying to know that the ons- 
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won @ rage will enter, and ambitious).

USELESS PALAVER. 

It should not be forgotten that there is 
enough currency in the country for the or- 
dinary needs of trade, and that the so- 
called scarcity results from a fear among 
the owners of money concerning its future 
standing and stability. Confidence, not 
money, is Scarce. 

It rests with Congress to revive this con- 
fidence by wise and prompt action. The 
waste of time consumed in-the trivial de- 
bates of the past few days is reprehensible 
if not positively criminal. With a few 
exceptions the speeches are mere ex- 
changes of partisan love-taps and have no 
reference whatever to the question in hand. 
Debate is useful only when it is directed 
tothe subject under consideration, and 
whenever it is occupied with jokes and 
buncombe the whole country suffers. 

It is not atall likely that any new prin- 
ciples of monetary science will be devel- 
oped in the singular dialogue now going 
on in the two Houses. Not a vote will be 
changed by it, and its only -use is to ex- 
ploitthe depreciated wit of the partici- 
pants. 

Time passes; much inay be lost through 
delay. Every member of Congress is well 
acquainted with the merits of the Wilson 
bill. Letit be passed at once and after- 
ward let the question of the standards be 
talked out. 
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FINANCIERS. 

It has often been charged that great 
bankers and other practical accumulators 
of money are poor counselors on questions 
of the financial policies of nations. There 
seems to be some foundation for the charge 
if we may judge from the conflicting opin- 
ions published every day coming from 
eminent and successful money makers. 

A well-known writer on financial topics, 
who is thoroughly familiar with the 
mental habits and business methods of 
New York bankers, writes of this in- 
capacity: 

Here in New York we have many excellent 
bankers and bank officers, but not one of 
them is a recognized authority on any finan- 
clal subjects but those which directly con- 
cern the details of the banking business. 
During the present crisis most of them have 
shown great tact and skill in conducting the 
affairs of their institutions and unduestion- 
ably their good management has mitigated 
the severest features of the monetary strin- 
gency. Still, after all, the ability they have 
displayed has been merely that of prudent. 
shopkeepers. Their vision has not extended 
deyond this city, and in many cases not de- 
yond their own immediate field of action. 

The fact is, success in private business 
does not argue any breadth of vision nor 
imply a profound understanding of the laws 
of trade .Themind of the average busi- 
ness man is absorbed in meeting his own 
emergencies. His intelligence is occupied 
with the task of maintaining a parity be- 
tween his bills payable and bills receiv- 
able which is not an easy thing to do and 
requires the most constant vigilance and 
thought. He has no time to think of the 
great controlling currents of trade which 
flow in their channels in obedience to laws 
ordained in nature’sdegislature and which 
cannot be set aside by any ordinance of 
man. The science of trade is beyond 
the reach of traders themselves who float 
with the tide and are the first to suffer 
from any derangement of the finances aris- 
ing from the negligence or folly of man- 
kind, They cannot see beyond their own 
interests which may or not bein harmony 
with the interests of the public. 

Mr. Gladstone, who is sald tobe the 
greatest Chancellor of the Exchequer En- 
gland ever had, and whose budgets are 
marvels of clearness and good sense, prob- 
ably could not makea dollar in private 
business, while Alexander Hamilton, the 
greatest financier in American history, ac- 
quired all his so-called practical knowledge 
of trade before he entered public life at the 


age of 17. 
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THE enormous error ot Gen. James Paris 
Lewis in choosing a Queen of Beauty outside 
of st. Louls may, after all, be viewed chari- 
tably if we will just sit down and think about 
it. Doubtless J. P. L. accepted the office of 
When he began

Senator Vest in his speech for free silver 
colnage based his argument ona plea for bi 
metallism, assuming, as the free colnage 
men always do, that opening the mints to 
sliver under the present circumstances would 
float all the cheap silver dollars which could 
be coined from the world’s silver bullion at 
par with our gold dollar. ‘‘If,’’ he said, 
Congress had the power now to put this 
country (all obligations being out of the way) 
on a single standard, the issue might bea 
fair one, but with debtsto the amountof 
eight billions due by the United States, the 
striking down of about one-half of the cur- 
rency would be not only unjustand ruinous, 
but absolutely wicked.’’ 

The Senator entirely overlooks the fact that 
unlimited silver coinage now would result in 
driving out of circulation considerably more 
than one-half the currency. In short, the 
flood of cheap silver would expel every gold 
dollar in the country and every dollar of 
paper money redeemable directly in gold. 
That istosay, all our money except silver 
and silver paper would be ‘‘strack down,’’ 
and we should be lett with not only a sin- 
gie standard, but a single standard of de- 
preciated silver. Would that be any less 
unjust, ruinous and absolutely wicked’’ 
than the single standard of gold about which 
the Missouri Senator grows excited?

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IMMENSE CRUSH AT THE GATES D. 
GAN AT AN EARLY HOUR. 


Canada, Australia, India, Ceylon, Trini- 
dad, Cape Colony, British Guiana and 
Seventeen British Societies. Lent 
Eolat to the Celebration—Tllinois Day 
Thursday- Grand Fete Tuesday Even- 


ing—World’s Fair. 


Wortp’s Farr Grovuxps, Aug. 18.—This 
le Great Britain’sday at the World's Fair. 
It is one ot the Jargest in point of attendance 
and one of the most interesting in the way of 
entertainment. The crowds began to arrive 
early. Before s o'clock there was a crush at 
the gates and it continued at intervals during 
the day, Englishmen were gut in large num. 
bers to make their celebration an auspicious 
one. The British Empire Demonstration 
Committee, composed of British Colonial 
Commissioners, co- opera ed with her maj- 
esty’s commissioners in making the affair 
worthy of the great nation. Canada, Aus- 
tralia, India, Ceylon, Trididad, Cape Colony, 
British Guiana and seventeen British socie- 
ties lent force, feature and eclat tothe parade 
and ceremonies. The demonstration opened 
at the lake front at the statue of Columbus 
at 8:30 o’cluck. There the procession was 
formed with Capt. Gordon, commandant of 
the British troops at the Fair, as grand 
marshal. His aids were Thomas Grovostock 
and Col. James Stewart. All the British 
troops were in line. The various English 
societies were out in full force and six 
coaches were filled with royal and colonial 
com missioners and the natives of Guiana and 
the East Indies. After parading the prinei- 
pal streets of the city the procession dis- 
banded to form at2o’clockin front of the 
Victoria House. From there the line moved 
to Festival Hall in the White Hall, where 
speeches, music and Prof. Tomlin’s chorus 
of 1,000 voices were heard. 

It is hoped that the 500,000 residents of III - 
nois Will take part in the parade on Illinois 
day, on Thursday. Harvest is over and seed- 
ing has not yet begun, and it is just the sea- 
gon of thé year that all citizens can attend. 
Railroad rates will be good for ten days or 
more, so that people can attend the whole of 
that week. The whole of the Midway Plal- 
sance, representing the nations of the earth 
and Buffalo Bili’s cowboys and rough riders, 
will be inline with 4,000 Illinolstroops. It 
will be the largest and most interesting pro- 
cession yet taken place. 

What promises to be the grandest fete night 
the Worid’s Fair has yet seen is announced 
for next Tuesday evening. It is to be held in 
the north end of the grounds where the State 
buildings are located. Each of the State 
Dulidings will be brilliantly illuminated and 
the trees on the lawns will be hung with col- 
ored lights and Chinese lanterns. Lightre- 
freshments will be served onthe lawns. All 
the State buildings will be open to visitors. 
Atsome of the buildings there will be danc- 
lag and at others there will be music and 
singing. The affair isto be held in honor of 
the West Point Cadets now in camp at the 
Fair. An effort is being made to have a 
large number of young ladies from each 
State at their respective State buildings to 
ald in entertaining the visitors.

Astudent of life and manners in the Pun- 
jaub has been struck by the large proportion 
of very old meninthe Indian jails. In the 
prison at Mooltan there were last year sey- 
enteen life prisoners whose total ages were 
found to amount to more than 1. 100 years— 
two of them being patriarchs of upward of 
eighty. This remarkable fact is attributed 


partly to the great improvement in the econ- 
Omy of Indian jails, since the exposure of 
their mismanagement some years ago, but 
more directly to the prevalent practice when 
a crime has been Committed of handing over 
the least useful member of the famliiy asa 
sort of vicarious offering to justice. 
Omthis point the Inspector-General of In- 
dian Prisons observes that the confinement 
which conviction entails is, of course, less 
irksome to the aged than to the young.
